@. Pipe line: 


(1) Crude oil was pumped throuzh a pike line 6 inches in Gia- 
moter fron KOPIENKA to the OLSZANLCA railroac station. ‘The 
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undersround pipe line ran slons the highvay anc all manticned 
localities were connectec with this pipe line. 


(2) A collecting tank with puap installation was in 
LESZCZOVATE Crom “where ti.¢ oil was pusped to ROPLENZA via 
 BLEBLKOW. FVEAVA VWOLOSKA was also connect’a with SANOK by 
a pipa line. ‘the construction d this pipe line cost 1, 000, 000 
zloty. Polish workmen refused to work on this line hecause of 
canver of Buerilla attacks.

f. Power supply: 


The power plant had been destroyed by the Germans but was later 
restored. 


g. Sabotare: The valuable o11 wells of TYRAWA WOLOSKA were 
set on fire by Ukrainian fuverillas early in 1947. Administra- 
tion ouildinss, cisteoms and other installations burnt down.
